Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



5. Claims 1-6, 8, 12, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Weber. 

Weber discloses the claimed invention including a sidecar having a covering 12 
for a reception area capable of being used for mortal remains, such as ashes in an urn. 
The covering forms an access door when let down. The sidecar includes a bottom 
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panel with rollers comprising the wheels of the sidecar. The upper part of the covering 
has "glazed' portions 20. 22. The door is considered to be a "hatchback" as broadly as 
recited. The window 20 can be opened to provide cooling means for the vehicle. The 
frame members 24 and 26 are considered to be "wreath rails" as broadly as recited. 

6. Claims 1-4, 6, 8 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wood. 

Wood discloses the claimed invention including covered areas in the front and 
the rear of the sidecar. The sidecar includes access door ("hatchback") E through 
which mortal remains, such as ashes in an urn, may be inserted into the sidecar. 
Portions of the interior of the sidecar are weatherproof. The sidecar includes a floor 
portion or deck with rollers comprising the wheels of the sidecar. The opened central 
portion comprises cooling means. The seat frame is considered to be a "wreath rail" as 
broadly as recited. There is also a compartment formed below the rear seat cushion as 
shown in Figure 2. The compartment is capable of holding a miniature coffin or funeral 
paraphernalia. 

7. Claims 1-4, 8-10, and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Headington, Jr. 

Headington, Jr. discloses the claimed invention including a sidecar with a 
refrigerator cooling compartment/reception area (see column 3, lines 55-61). The 
refrigerator inherently includes a cooling fan to blow air. The refrigerator compartment 
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is capable of receiving mortal remains in the form of ashes in an urn. The compartment 
could also receive a miniature coffin or funeral paraphernalia. It has a deck with rollers 
13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wood. 
Wood discloses the claimed invention except for the hatchback E having gas 

strut assist when opened. 

Examiner takes official notice that the use of gas struts for opening assistance 
for rear vehicle door arrangements is well known in the art. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the hatchback of Wood with gas struts which is a 
notoriously well known opening assistance construction and involves no new or 
unexpected results in the current instance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. Claim 11 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Headington, Jr. 

Headington, Jr. discloses the claimed invention except for a light in the 
refrigerator. 

Examiner takes official notice that providing lights in refrigerators is well known. 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the refrigerator compartment of Headington, Jr. with 
lights as a notoriously well known /efrigerator feature.
